Statement of Services for which the Decoration has 
been awarded .' — On the 18th July 1948 at about dusk a 
gang of 6 Sikh dacoits armed with a '808 rifle, swords and 
kirparis entered a house in Mohallah Katia Tom, Shah- 
jahanpur City in P. (\ Ivotwali, and bolted the door from 
inside. A neighbour saw the dacoits entering the house 
and suspecting foul plav chained the door from outside 
wilh commendable presence of mind. The gang alter 


collecting about a maund of silver jewellery was about to 
leave when they found the mam door chained from out- 
side They then shut tbemscives up in a loom on the 
ground floor. On receiving information on the phone that 
a dneoity was being committed in the city, Shri 8. A. 
Thomas with some members of his A P* guard and one of 
bis orderlies rushed to the scene. With these armed mei 
Shri Thomas scaled over the wall from the back of the 
house, jumped down to the terrace about 10-12 feet below 
and crawied up to a ventilator on the terrace. The room 
in which the dacoits had shut themselves up being pointer 
out the Police party took lying position on the roof* Eii? 
was exchanged between th e dacoits and the Police party 
from different angles. Finding that the fire was ineffee 
tive, as the dacoits were inside th e room and the door wa, 
very thick, Shri S A. Thomas, after posting his men a< 
safe and strategic points, scaled down again and comm an 
ded the gang to surrender or to face fire being set to th 
house. Realising the gravity of the situation the gan 
agreed to surrender and Shri Thomas and another office 
with him stood at the door -way to the staircase with ioade 
revolvers so that if any of the members of the gang di 
uot keep to their promise, they could be shot down, 

Shri Thomas displayed initiative, courage and leader 
ship of a high order throughout this encounter, i

Court, Tribunal or authority, as the case may be.

Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained herein the Public Debt Offic 0 may pay interest or 
a Government promissory note, the interest on which is 
payable at a treasury or a sub-treasury by an interest 
warrant payable at such treasury or sub-treasuiy 

(2) Stock . — ’ Interest on stock shall be paid by warrants 1 
issued by the Public Debt Office and payable at the local 
office of the Bank. Such warrants may, at the request of 
the holder of the stock preferred in writing to the Public 
Debt Office, be made payable subject to compliance by 
the holder with such formalities as the Public Debt Office 
may reguire, 

(a) in the case of stock of a loan of the Central Gov- 
ernment at any other Indian Office of the Reserve 
Bank of India or any agency thereof conducting 
Government treasury business or at any treasure 
or sub-treasury in the Provinces of India, or in -i 
State in India at the Bead Post Office if there 
is no Indian treasury, or if thore is no Head 
Post Office at any place designated by th<f 
Oentral Government by an order in writing in

REGULATIONS FOR RECRUITMENT TO THE 
MECHANICAL ENGINEERING AND TRANSPOR- 
TATION (POWER) DEPARTMENT OF THE

STATE RAILWAYS. 

Part I .—General 

1. The permanent establishment of the Mechanical 
Engineering and Transportation (Power) Department of 
the Superior Revenue Establishment of State Railways is 
recruited from the following sources: — 

(1) Persons appointed by the Government of India as 
Special Class Apprentices by selection in India under the 
conditions detailed in Part II of these regulations. 

(2) By competitive examination held in India. 

Note.— Buie* for diroot recruitment by competitive examination, 
■will bo published later ft® PART II of these Rules. 

(8) Promotion of specially qualified officers of the Lower 
Gnzettod Service and non-Gazetted Staff of the Mechanical 
Engineering and 'Transportation (rower) Department. 

(4) Occasional admission of other qualified persons 
appointed by the Governor General in consultation with the 
Federal Public S or vice Commission. 

NoTE.^Candidaten selected as Special Glass Apprentices under 
Regulation 1(1) shall be required to undergo piactical and theoretical 
training. For the periods and courses of training and terms and 
conditions of apprenticeship Appendix I. 

Part II . — Qualifications of candidates and methods of 
selection of Special Class Apprentices recruited under 
Regulation 1 (1). 

2. A candidate must be either— 

(a) a national of the Indian Dominion by birth or by- 
domicile, or 

(b) a person of Indian descent, or a ruler or a citizen of 
an Indian State, or a citizen of tbs Pakistan Dominion or 
of any other territory adjacent to India in whose favour 
a declaration of eligibility has been issued by the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion of India.

Not® (ii). — With regard to subjects of Indian Staten, the criterion 
in determining eligibility will be inter alia whether the State con- 
cerned hoa elected to join the Indian Dominion.

8. A candidate must, be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to inter- 
fere with the efficient performance of his duties as a 
member of the Railway Services. A candidate who is 
found after examination by a Medical Board not to 
satisfy these requirements will not be appointed. Only 
iliose candidates who are likely to be appointed will bo 
medically examined*.

1. Candidates selected for appointment as Special Class 
Apprentices under Tt emulation 12 in Part II will be liable 
to undergo practical and 1 b core ti cal training for 6 years in 
the first instance under an indenture binding them to serve 
on the State-managed Bailways on the completion of their 
training if their services are required. The continuance 
of apprenticeship from year to year will depend on the 
satisfactory reports being received from the authorities 
under whom the apprentice may he working. If at any 
time during his apprenticeship, an apprentice docs not 
satisfy the superior authorities that he/she is making good 
pm^ress, he/slie will be liable to be discharged from his/her 
&5 |p nt ice ship. 

Noth. — The Government of India may at their dtocretlon altar or 
modify the periods and coutm* of training. 

2. The practical and theoretical training referred to 
above will be given in a railway workshop for the first 
four years of their apnrenticeskip. The apprentices will bo 
granted a stipend of Bs. 100 per mensem during the first 
three years and Bs. 125 per mensem in the fourth year. 
During the first three years the apprentices will be. required 
to undergo training in four periods of nine months each, 
six months in the shops followed by three months in the 
technical school and will be examined at the end of each 
session. If unsuccessful at any of these exam in a f ion b 
they will be discharged from their apprenticeship. During 
the fourth year they will undergo only practical training 
and prepare for the examination for Associate Membership 
of the Institute of CivJ or Mechanical Engineers. 

Note. — Except- as provided for in rule 5(b) below, in all cn»e* of 
diecharge from apprenticeship a week'* notice will be given, 

8. Before completion of the 4th year of the training 
referred to in rule 2 above, the apprentices will be listed in 
order of merit on the results of the examinations held nncl 
the reports on the apprentices received during the period of 
apprenticeship. AH the apprentices who have attained the 
qualifying standard will then be put on further training foi 
£2 years (see rule 4 below). 

Note. — An apprentice will bo considered to have obtained the 
'fying standard if be /she obtains a minimum of 60 per cent, 
a in the aggregate in all the examinations field during the 4 
yearn of hip /her naming included the markn for the repoiia of the 
Principal, Technical School and of the Deputy C.M.E. provided 
that in each of the 4 years he/ahe has obtained a minimum of 45 
par cent, marks in the aggregate and a minimum of 40 per cerit- 
marku in any one aubjeot. 

4, Apprentices put on further training under Buie 3 will 
either be sent to one or more of the Indian Government 
Bailways, or to the United Kingdom for undergoing a further 
period of training for two years or less in a selected Loco- 
motive or Carriage and Wagon Workshop under conditions 
existing for apprentices and improvers, throe months of the 
time being spent in the Drawing Office and three months 
in the Correspondence or Accounts Sections, In all cubcs, 
tile apprentices will be required to attend after working 
hohrs, a techn'eal college or special lectures on engineering 
subjects and before completion of the training, must qualify 
for Associate Membership of tho Institution of Civil or 
Mechanical Engineers. During this period of training, the 
apprentices will be paid a stipend of Bs. 200 per mensem 
if the training is arranged in India and £400 per annum if 
they are sent to the United Kingdom, In the latter case, 
they will also be granted a free second class passage to the 
United Kingdom and during the period of voyage to the 
U.K*, their stipend of Bs. 125 will be continued. The 
apprentices will also be eligible for an outfit allowance of 
tOO to provide themselves with such olothes and other 
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necessary articles ns they may require on the journey or 
immediately on their arrival in the United Kingdom. 

Note 1.— While in the United Kingdom apprentices will be under 
the supervision and control of the High 'Commissioimr for India, 

Note 2. — Any fee or premium which may be required, in ike 
opinion of the Hi^h Commissioner for India, to secure adequate 
training will be paid by Government. 

Note 3. — -The rate of stipend of £400 per annum to be granted to 
the apprentices while undergoing training in the U.K, epeciliod 
above is provisional and is subject to revision m circumstances 
require. 

5. (a) Apprentices sent to the United Kingdom will be 
granted a free first class passage to India on the successful 
termination of their apprenticeship. The stipend of £400 
will be continued during the period of voyage. 

(b) Unsuccessful apprentices will be discharged from 
their apprenticeship one month’s notice of discharge be- 
ing given along with the intimation that the apprentice 
h ms been unsuccessful. In tho case of the apprentices 
who are sent to the United Kingdom for the further train- 
ing and whose apprenticeship is unsuccessful, they may 
be granted a free second (.lass passage back to India pro- 
vided that they embark for India within a period of 
3 months from the date of intimation that- they have been 
unsuccessful, 

6. Successful apprentices will be appointed on probation 
for throe years on a commencing pay of Bs. 850 per mem 
sem and posted to the Transportation (Tower) Department 
on State -managed Bailways for the period of their proba- 
tion. At the end of their probationary period they will 
bo required to undergo a departmental examination which 
will include Accounting and Estimating, General and 
Subsidiary Buies, Factories Act, Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act, ability to handle labour and general application 
to work or works on which each officer is engaged while 
on probation. If retained in service thereafter they will 
be employed in the Mechanical Engineering and Trans- 
portation (Power) Department. 

7. Pay as probationer wall commence from the date of 
completion of the full period of training in the case of 
the apprentices who undergo the further training in India, 
or the date of landing in India in the case of the apprenti- 
ces who arc sent to the United Kingdom for the further 
training. Service for increment will count from the 
date of appointment as probationer. 

Note 1. — The retention in service of the probationer* and the 
gran,t of annual inciementp are Rubject- to satisfactory reports ou 
their work being received at the end of each year of probation. 

Note 2. — Service a* probationer may be terminated on 3 months' 
notice on either nida.

2. The increments will be given for approved service only 
and in accordance with rules of the Department, 

8. Promotions to the administrative grades are dependent 
on the occurrence of vacancies in the sanctioned establish- 
ment, and are made wholly by selection; mere seniority 
is considered to confer no claim to promotion. 

4. Officers recruited under these regulations shall be 
eligible for leave in accordance with the rules for the time 
being in force applicable to officers of State Bailways. 
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5. Officers will ordinarily l?e employed throughout their 
service on the Railway to which they may be posted on 
first appointment and will have no elaun, as a matter cd 
right to transfer to some other Railway, But the Govern- 
ment of Jnd’a reserve the right to transfer such officers, 
in the exigencies of service to any other Railway or pi eject 
in or out of India. Officers will bo Table to serve in the 
Stores Department of the State Railways if and when 
called upon to do so.

7. Probationers will be required lo pass a languagt 
examination in ZJrduj Hindi by the Lower Standard, modi- 
fied to suit the requirements of the Railways, before they 
can be confirmed or before their pay can be raised from 
Rs, 850 to Es. 880 in the time scale dur ng the period of 
their probation. Probationers who cuu read, write and 
speak in Urdu j Hindi may be exempted by the General 
Manager from passing the language examination. Failure 
to pass the examination withm the probationary period 
involves liability to removal from seiv ce« 

8. Officers (including probationers) recruited under these 
regulations, will not be entitled to pension ou quitting the 
service, but will be eligible throughout their service for the 
benefits ot the Btute Railway Provident Fund, to which 
they will be required to subscribe, and by the rules of 
wffiich Fund they will be required to abide.
